Getting the Musical Pitch. 
Musical pitch has a curious tendency 
to creep up. It is said that Bach's 


music sounds much differently now | 


from what it did when Bach wrote it 
because the instruments are now 
pitched bigher. In. 1882 it was found 
that the pitch of high A at the Vienna 
Court Opera bad crept from the pre- 
scribed 435 double vibrations a: second 
to 443, and in 1885 this, number had 
further increased to 490. Accordingly 
a musical conference was held. and a 
resolution was taken to re-establish 
the old pitch of 435 vibrations per 


| second. Upon this announcement the 


Reichsanstalt, the imperial physical 
and technical institute of Germany, 
set up standard instruments and has 
since tested and corrected many hun- 
dreds of tuning forks, shortening them 
if they are too low in pitch and thin- 
ning the arms if they are too high. All 
the military orchestras of Germany 
are pitched alike, and the Reichsan- 
stadt keeps the tuning forks correct.

A new one was 
made for Her late Majesty in 1838, 
after her accession, others being ne- 
cessary in 1860, 1878, and finally in

The old Great Seal is one of the 
perquisites of the Lord Chancellor’s 
office, and is handed over to him after 
being slightly defaced by the reigning 
monarch. On the delivery of the new 
Great Seal by the Mint, a meeting of 
the King in Council is summonéd, at 
which it is handed over to the charge 


in ® ¥of the Lord Chancellor by the King. 


The old Great Seal then undergoes a 
process called ‘‘demasking.”” The 
King simply gives it a gentle blow 
‘vith a hgmmer, just sufficient to make 
a slight ut distinguishing mark, after 

is Majesty presents it to the 
Lord Chancellor. 

The new Great Seal, which in May, 
900, was. substituted for the old one 
that had been in use since 1878, was 
given to Lord Halsbury, who was then 
Vo:d Chancellor, by Queen Victoria. 
The death of Her Majesty eight 
wronths afterwards rendered another 
Creat Seal necessary—the first and 
only Seal of the late King Edward— 

was ready, late in 
1903, the last Great Seal of Queen 
Victoria also fell to Lord Halsbury, 
after it had been only three and a 
nalf years in use.
